In .ending for suoh wte 
nesses we bad, of necessity, to be guided 
by Die local knowledge of those better ac- 
quainted with tbe State than are the mem- 
oirs of the committee, and a* the inquiry 
n tho very terms of the resolution neoes- 
arily involved political party feeling, it 
was due to candor and justice that wit- 
nes-e* ohonld be summoned who were 
de9ignnted by tlie minority of the oommit- 
co as nell as tbote suggested bj the ma> 
urity, at d so far all such haTo been sum- 
nonvd, and, at far as time permitt«d,haTe 
bneii exaoiiu.d.

that it wan a. political organiration in the 
interest of the Republican party; that its 
members were admitted in secret meeting 
and that they were bound by an oath. It 
is equally clear that its purposes w*re

avowed—that 
it held public 


meetings and processions, in which the 
members appeared and acknowledged their 
connection with it. The colored popula- 
tion generally became members of thtL 
organization; and, to show their estimate 
of it, the committee insert an extract 
irom the testimony of Samuel Alien, a 
colored man, and a member of the League. 
That no violence was either directed or 
countenanced by this League i* manifest 
throughout all the testimony. Instead ol 
cumbering thia report with extracts 
will only refer to pages 81,41,87,99,119, 
133, 144,147, 130, &o., on which will be 
found testimony verifying this statement. 
It ia alleged, and some instances an quot- 
ed as Bustairunfr the charge, that the 
members of the League seek 'to deter the 
colored voters from voting the Democratic 
ticket. That the sentiment of tbe League 
and its colored members is against that 
party is entirely clear from testimony, 
and the colored man who votes it runs 
counter to tbe dominant opinion of bis 
rdc« in tbe State.

Although the intrusion of members of 


the "Grand Army of the Republic" into 
the "White Brotherhood" is, guarded, 
against, there is no evidence to show that 
the organiattion of the "Or«nd Army of 
the Bvpublic" exist* or ha* existed in th* 


State of North Caroling, nor doea any evi- 
dence appear that it is a political organi- 
zation, nor has any other complaint ap- 
peared against it than it* alleged inter- 
fnanoa with, the rights of the South or 
of tha States, which may be inferred from 
the terms of the oath of the "White Broth- 
erhood," atand of outlaws organizing (or 
plunder and with no political purpose, con- 
sisting of • ftw unlattoes, in a settlement 
called "Senffleton," is shown, to have ex- 
isted in Eobeson county. That individual 
members have violated tbe laws there U 
no doubt. That thay were arrested, iden- 
tified. triad, eonvioted and punished by 
the regular administration of the law In 
the courts is testified to by men of all 
partiel. Crimes are alleged to have been 
committed in -pursuance of an organised 
movement among the colored people re- 
cently in C*tham county, and also in 
Waikar county, where bams and perhaps 
other 'building wen burned. 
In tboea 


case* the offenders have been arrested and 
are held for trial. W. S. Bradebaw, a most 
unwilling witness, and a member of th* 
Ku Klux organization, who spoke of tha 
uffenoea of the negroes an a reason for th* 
establishment of the En Klnx order, upon 
cross-examination, testified that there was 
no reason to justify the organization of 
that body, aa the civil law could always be

of thair meeting* because he aniseed to 
arrest one Hines, a member of that order; - 
that he was murdered in pui>u»n«> of that 
decree in April, 1804; that Hmev, with 
another member of thnt order, who was 
confined in jail with him, were forcibly re- 
leased from tbe jail at Kuiston by his fel- 
lo * members. 


The committee continue*: With this 


testimony and tbe terms of tbis oath be- 
fore them, no reasonable mmi can doubt 
that the purpose oc thi* organization is 
political, and any attempt on tbe p<«rt ot 
witnesses to give it the character of a 
league simply for the protection of perron 
and propert), can be viewed only BSBU ad- 
ditional evidence of the extent to which 
its demoralizing effect and influence have 
been carried cr ot tboir ignorance of its 
real character. It ia to be noiicod that 
after enjoining teerccy, the first rvquUite 
is that tbe "novitiate" is not a member of 
the •*BedlStrin|t" order or of tbe ••Ueroe* 
of America." Bearing in mind that this 
order — "H«roe*of America" — were oppos- 
ed to rebellion, that its members were 
charged with treason to tbe Con edency, 
and that it bad for its object "adherence 
to the Constitution of the United States 
and the restoration of the Union," it fol- 
low* that th* spirit of the organization 
into which men 'are admitted under thi* 
oath u that of the rett'^on, and that- U 
refuse* fellowship to those »!y> were true 
to the United States. The second requi- 
site is that applicants are not member* of 
the Union uwgne. Taking the objects of 
the league as given in the testimony, it i* 
clear that no member of it would be ad- 
mitted into this order, and that an obliga- 
tion to be true to tbe Constitution of the 
United States and to the Constitution of 
North Carolina, and to support and defend 
them, disqualified tbe man wbo bad taken 
it for membership in the "White Brother- 
hood." The third HquieUeiathattbecan- 
didate i* not a member of tbe "Grand 
Army of tbe Republic," ao that the soldier 
of tbe Uniontemy cannot be admitted into 
it. In tbe light of this requirement it ia 
not at all singular ibit the revelation 
ebonld be made that the majority of its 
members had been

The next assertion guarding against 


any other possible organization, similar 
to those named, is that they, the "Heroes 
of America," the' Union League" and th* 
"Grand Army of the Republic," have th* 
aim and intention to destroy the right* of 
tb* Honth or of the State* or of the people, 
or to elevate the negro to a political f qual- 
ity with th* white man. Astetting this, 
the man initiated u sworn that he is op- 
posed to ail *uch principles. A* if thi* 
were not enough the obligation is made 
expras* that no member of tbeae organiza- 
tion*, any holding radical view* of opin- 
ions, (ball be allowed to be initiated. The 
f arthn obligation—to "oppose all radical* 
and negroes in all of their political de- 
signs," some of the members of the Order 
•tated that|thsy did not remember. Bat 
whether it wan a pact of the obligations or 
not th* tfbct of the preceding obligation 
lead* to that re* alt. It is not necessary 
to pursue the argument further nor to cull 
front the evidence to »how that an organ- 
ization, itself secret, whisb, by tbe urms 
of it* oath, excludes all members of other 
secret societies whose elects were to pro- 
tect and preserve the Government of the 
United States is of a political character. 
What i* that political cburactei ?~ The 
testimony is uniform that none but mem- 
bers of tb* Democratic or Conservative 
party in North Carolina join it. This be- 
ing the case the mrmbern and press of the 
political party which, according to the tes- 
timony quoted, had 40,000 of its adherents 
enrolled in these camps, it would be, to 
say the least of it, were under great tempt- 
ations to palliate their otfermee or to with- 
hold denunciations when crimes were 
charged against them.

It is an improvemant in the ordinary 


drain pipe composed of hydraulic cement, 
lined with sheeuron, the objection to which 
was the rusting of the lining, and the break- 
age of the cylinder. The new patent is a per- 
ferated lining imbedded in the pipe, which 
is found to bear ten times the amount of 
pressure that the old pipe possessed, and 
to combine the greatest durability with 
strength.

St. Patrick's Day. 


To-day is celebrated aa the natal day of 


that saint revered in Irieh memory, St. 
Patnok. Almost as many countries ar- 
rogate the honor of having be^n the natal 
soil of St. P*trick as made a similar claim 
to Homor. 
Scotland, England, France 


and Wales eaoh furnish their respective 
pretentious; but whatever doubts may oh- 
sonre his birth place, all agree in stating 
that, as hia name implies, ho was of n 
patrician family. 


St. Patrick was born about the yearS?2, 


and when only sixteen years of age was 
carried off by piratos, who sold him into 
slavery in Ireland, where his master em- 
ployed him as a swineherd on the well- 
known mountain of Sleamish, in the 
oounty of Antrim. Here ho passed seven 
years, during which'time he acquired a 
knowledge ol the Irish language and made 
himself. acquainted with the manners, 
habits and customs of the people. Escaping 
from captivity, and after many adventures 
reaching the Continent, he was auooes- 
ively 
ordained 
deacon, 
priest and 


bishop," and "then once moro'with the 
authority of Pope Celestine, he re- 
turned 
to 
Ireland 
to 
preach 
the 


Gospel to its then heathen inhabtants. 


The prinoipil enemies that St. Patrick 


found to the introduction of Christianity 
into Ireland were the Druidical priests of 
the more ancient faith, who wera exceed- 
ingly adverse to any innovation. 
These 


Druids, being great magioians, would have 
been formidable antagonists to any one of 
less miraculous and saintly powers* than 
Patrick. Their obstinate antagonism was 
so great that in spite of bis benevolent 
disposition he was compelled to curse their 
fertile lands so that they became dreary 
bogs; to curse their rivers so that they 
produce no fiih; to curse their very kettles 
•o that by no amount of fire and patience 
could they ever be made to boil, and as a 
last resort to curse the Druids thempelves, 
so that the earth opened and swallowed 
them up. 


A popular legend relates that the Saint 


and his followers found themselves one 
cold morning on a mountain without a fire 
to cook their breakfast or warm their 
frozen limbs. Unheeding their complaints 
Petriok desired them to collect a pile ot 
ice and snowballs, which having been done 
he breathed upon it, and it instantly be- 
came a pleasunt fire—a fire that long 
after served to point_a poet's conceit in 
these 11 net: 


St. Patrick as in legends told, 
1 he raormog being \ery cold. 
In order to iiftfumge the wenlher, 
Collected biu of ice together: 
'Iben g ntly breathed upon the pyre, 
"Whfeu every fragment billed in tire. 
Oh' if the tumt had been di> kind 
A» to have Iclt the gift behind 
To buch ft love lorn wretch as me, 
"Who dally struggles to be free; 
I'd be content—content with part, 
I'd on.y ask to thuw the heart, 
Thu frozen heart, of Polly Roe. 


The greatest of St. Patrick's miracles 


was that of driving the venomous reptile? 
out of Ireland, and rendering the Irish 
soil (or ever after so obnoxious to the ser- 
pent race that they instantaneously die on 
touching it. It is rslated that the Saint 
accomplished this feat by beating a drum, 
which he done with fuoh fervor that he 
knocked a hole in it, thereby endangering 
thesuccess of the mirocle ; but an flngel, 
appearing, mended tha drum, and the 
patched drain was long exhibited UK n holy 
relic. 


Poteen, a favorite beYtr»g<) in Ireland, 


is taid to have derived its ntmie from Si, 
Patrick, he, according to legend, being the 
first who initructed the Irish in the art of 
distillation. In the year 440, however, ho 
commanded his disciples to abstain from 
drink iu the daytime until the bell rang 
for vespers in the evening. One Coleman, 
though busily engaged in the severe labors 
of the field, exhausted with keat, fatigue, 
and intolerable thirst, obeyed so literally 
the injunction of his revered preceptor

that he refrained from indulging himseli 


ith one drop of water during a long, 


sultry harvest day. But human endur- 
ance has its limits. When the vepperbell 
at lest rang for evensong Colman dropped 
down dead—a martyr to thirst. 


Irishmen can well appreciate such e 


martyrdom ; and the name of Colman to 
this day is frequently cited, with the added 
epithet of Slailhach—the thirtty. 


As the birthplace of St. Patrick has 


b**en disputed, so that of his burial. 
But 


the general evidence indicates that ho wa^ 
bnried at Downpatrick, and that the re- 
mains of St. Columba and St. Bridget were 
laid beside him. 


The poet thus gives it: 


"On the hill of down, buned in one tomlj, 
Were Bridget, and Pamcina, witL Coluinba the 
pious." 


The shemrock is almost universally worn 


n the hat over all Ireland on St. Patritk'c 
ny. The popular notion is, that when 
t. Patrick was preaching the doctrines of 
ie Trinity to the pagan Irish, ho used 
le plunt, bearing thrje loaves upon one 
tern, as a symbol or illustration of the 
;roat m-fstcry. 


In theGaltee or Gaultie mountainfl, sit- 


uated between tha eouatiea of Cork Bud 
Tipperary, Irelsnd, there are (even small 
akes, in ono of which, called Lough Dil- 
reen, it is said St. Patrick, when banUh- 
ng the snakes and touda from Ireland, 
chained s> monster serpent, telling him to 
remain there till Monday. 
The eerpeut 


every Monday morning calls out in Irish, 
It is a long Monday, Patrick." 
That St. Patrick chained the serpent in 


Lough Dilveon, and that the serpent calls 
out to him every Moadav morning, is firm- 
y believed b.J llie lower orders who live 
a the neighborhood of the Lough.

St. Patrick is from the pen of Samuel 
Lover. 


eel. Also .a new triplet stained glass win- 
dow in the western _ wing, with designs 
representing -Faith, Hope,. and Charity. 
The new organ oooaples the eastern wing. 
It stands on a raised platform four feet 
high, with a projection sufficient to hold a 
largo choir. This organ will be used at 
divine service for the first time to-day, at 
ten o'clock in the morning, also in the 
evening, when the JUght Rev. ^Bishop 
Mullen of Erie, will deliver a lecture. As 
this instrument is one of the- largest and 
most powerful in the State, a description 
of it may not prove uninteresting to the 
mnaioal world. 


WHERE BDILT. 


As the Rov. Napoleon Mignanlt, the 


pastor of this church, never does things by 
halves, ho last Ootober procured ths ser- 
vices of Professor A. F.. Lejeal, of New 
York, who has been director of the New 
York Conservatory of Music for the past 
seven yoars, and is considered one of the 
most talented and proficient organists in 
the country. 
Under this gentleman's 


plan's and specifications the contract was 
given to Derrick, Felgemaker& Co., the 
w.ell-known organ manufacturers of Buf- 
falo. This firm has m»de it a point to 
build nothing but the best class of instru- 
ments, and henoa their popularity. The 
price of this si^e of organ is usually 
-$4'§00, but as the manufacturers wished 
to open up a trade with this-seotion of 
countrv, they took the contract to deliver 
the instrument in the church for J3.500 in 
complete working order. 


ITS DIMENSIONS. 


The organ stands on a base of ten by 


sixteen feet, and is twenty-four feet high. 
The case is composed of grained rosewood 
panel work. The front elevation is made up 
oi speaking pipes in lieu of imitation pipes, 
which usually occupy that position. They 
are exposed to view through a central and 
two-side archo». Tho central arch is snp- 
ported by Corinthian columns with elab- 
orately carved cups, and the tubes are fur- 
ther decorated in blue and gold color*, 
with nngels he&di surrounded by wreaths 
of flowers. The cornice is composed of 
Ornamental carved work surrounded by a 
gilded cross. The following is the scheme 
of the organ :

in many of the finest and ezpenaive in 
strum cuts.' 


The iraotul usod in the pipes is of the 


very best quality of ("potted metal, and 
English tin, and the entire mechanical 
work is arranged and executed in a man-
